Of Glenn's Trip

In the last issue of El Don, we had set our course 
for the most distant city of our South Seas tour with SAC’s 
most traveled faculty member, Thomas H. Glenn, English 
Department head. In this concluding travelogue, we’ll take 
in the scenic granduer that awaits us enroute home... 
After our few days stay in Sydney, Australia, metro- 


polis of the Southern Hemisphere, 
we once again proceed upon our 
vast ocean travelway.to even more 
strange and intriguing South Sea 
vacation lands. Looking back from 
the graceful ship,-we see the land 
that has been a continent longer 
than any other portion. of the 
earth’s surface fade away in the 
blue distance — Australia, where 
nature worked earliest. 

And we bid fond farewell to the 
fabulous city of Sydney, ringed by 
superb beaches that make surf- 
ing a national sport. 

Stopping again on the Northern- 
most isle of New Zealand, this 
time at the charming seaport of 
Auckland, we stay but a short 
while and again set sail to the 
Nofth. 

FIJI — The “port of perplexing 
paradox”, the Fiji’s Suva, is the 
next city that leoms before us. 
This fascinating place is a cosmo- 
politan crossroads of delightful 
contradiction and intriguing con- 
trast. 

With our bow nudging the 
crowded pier, we quickly see that 
we have sailed into a busy and 
bustling shopping center., She’s 
Oceania’s most important city — 
but crowding close by on its outer 
reaches is a _ tangled _ tropical 
jungle. 

Once, savage ‘headhunting’ 
warriors roamed the area, making 
bloody the annals of history there, 
but now, the descendants of those 
once-savage people sing in church 
choirs. They display a strapping 
style of stevedoring at the docks 
and play excellent. cricket on 
fields close by the government 
buildings. Fs 

Although today Suva is a city 
of flowering residential districts, 
sports clubs and shops_ stocked 
with Eastern treasures, it is only 
a short distance to where we can 
witness ancient kava ceremonies 
and ritual dances performed for 
our pleasure with centuries-old 
skill. 
Fiji is a land where blended 
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civilizations lived side by’ side. It’s 
a land where travelers wake 
either to. yesterday or tomorrow 
— it’s some 300 ‘islands straddle- 
ing the International Date Line — 
the 180th Meridian, where each 
new day begins. 

The, land has indeed been a 
richly rewarding milestone in our 
Pacific adventure. 

SAMOA —Once, ages ago when 
the Pacific was a different place, 
a great volcano rose from the 
ocean floor, then sank partially 
back, leaving its crater rim above 
the surface. The seaward wall fell 
away and thick black jungle crept 
to the water’s edge. Today, this 
oval crater is our entrance to 
Samoa. It‘s a landlocked harbor of 
indescribable beauty, loveliest an- 
chorage in all the South Seas. 

This first breath-taking impres- 
sion of Samoa’s allure, seen from 
the deck of the liner as we put 
into the port of Pago Pago, re- 
mains throughout our aay 

Samoa is a handsome land of 
handsome people, dignified and 
courteous, happy and hospitable. 

Looking around, we may run 
across their fascinating morning 
market, where they leisurely trade 
the tapa mats, kava bowls and 
many other arts and handicrafts 
of their Polynesian culture. In an- 
other mood they can be seen wear- 
ing the intricate patterns of the 
Siva-Siva, an intriguing dance 
ceremony, of rhythm and preci- 
sion. 

And they can still be seen in a 
setting that has changed but little 
over the centuries, in. a_ tiny 
Samoan spi, tucked snugly in 
a grove of coconut palms beside a 
sea cove whose blue rivals the 
tropic sky... 


As our ship turns on its home- 


ward route, with one more stop in 
the before-visited Hawaiian 
Islands, we carry with us a life- 
time store of memories — the 
truest treasures of our travel.
